(2.) Our Money, Time, &c. is of no effential Value, 
fimply confider’d in it felf, but only as the ule thereof 
tends to the Glory of the great Lender and our own 
Happinefs: Thefe are two certain Truths; and the 
firft teaches us this Natural Confequence, that it’s very 
hard to believe a man can be faid to hazard his Eftate, 
or part of it, at a Lottery, for the Glory of God: And 
from the Second he that pretends to do it from the 
Happinefs he expects in gaining Money, idolizes the 
Money, attributing that to it which it has not. To 
pals by the Covetoufnefs and uneafie Defire that attends 
a Lottery, the Vexation of the Difappointment in loof- 
ing, and a hundred finfull Accidents, which he muft 
be void of Paffion, and perhaps not of Humane Race, 
that would evenly, and with unprejudic’d Ends pafs 
through, there yet appears this effential Evil, That 
it tran(greffes the firft Diétates of Natural Reafon and Re- 
ligion ; 1 ought not to ftake my Life or Reputation to 
gain another Man’s, and by parity of ReafonI ought 
not to ftake or hazard my Money to gain another 
Man’s, to his Injury ; the unreafonablenefs of one 
is the fame with the other, only it’s of greater confe- 
quence, as Murder and hating a Perfon isthe fame thing, 
only the laft is more mildly circumftantiated. Whar 
Reafon is there another Man fhould have my Fftate, 
for fhaking his Elbow, or any other ( to us ) aecidentad 
Hazard? Is chat a Valuable Confideration > If it be Ob- 
jected, No Injury is done 10 him that is willing ; it will be 
anfwer'd, that ‘tis a falfe Maxim. Ifa Man that’s wea- 
ry of his Life, and willing to be difpatch'd out of the 
World, comes to me and defires me to do the Buficels, 
fhould I do him no Injury in helping him on co Dam- 
nation? or fhould a Phyfitian gratifie a thirfty Patiene 
in a Malignant Feaver that is willing to drink? thele 
are extravagant forts of reafoning. In fhort, he that 
defires Money for any other end than fo far as it may 
be ufeful to him in difcharging his Duty ( which fhould 
be lete to the Difpofal of God Almighty, after honeft 
and warrantable Methods to procure it ) defires a Mif- 
chief co himfelf. Thefe are our Private Thoughts of 
this Matter, which We have been fo often folicited to 
give ; fuch (if any ) as are difpleas'd with it, and hay

it, if they pleafe to fend "ém, they fhall be Publithe 
as they are fent, without ahy alteration, for the better
